1) . Claim 13 relates to the treatment of human and/or animal bodies. According to 
Rule 67(1 )(iv) an examination is not required for such a claim.

3) . Novelty si acknowledged vis-a-vis D1 due to the carbamate group whereas an 
amid group is present in the currently claimed compounds. 

Novelty is not acknowledged vis-a-vis D2 (see claim 4). This overlap is considered as 
novelty-destroying unless a new technical element is present within this overlap. 

4) . D1 , disclosing structurally similar compounds to those of the current application 
and having the same pharmaceutical properties, represents the closest prior art. 

The problem underlying the current application appears to be the provision of further 
diazabicyclononanes derivatives used to treat Alzheimer's disease. 

The compounds described in claim 1 are proposed as solution to this problem. 

The experimental protocols mentioned in the description show that this problem was 
solved by the claimed compounds. 

Nothing in the teaching of D1 would give the skilled person a hint to replace the 
carbamate group by an amid group to arrive at compounds retaining the same activity. 

However, due to the numerous unlimited terms (e.g. aryl, heteroaryl) in the wording of 
the claims it is inherently impossible that an unlimited number of compounds would 
have the claimed activity. 

Furthermore, in view of the limited number of compounds exemplified and in view of the 
breadth claimed in D1 and in the current application, it has not been made credible that 
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the claimed activity will be present for all or substantially all the claimed alternatives, 
the applicant is thus invited to show that the claimed generalisation si regarded as 
obvious for the skilled person. 

Inventive step on the whole claimed scope is not acknowledged.
